“This is in fact the most 
imporiant undertaking, most 
connected with the prosperity 
of all mankind,” he said in his 
first papal broadcast. 

“Put yourselves, therefore, 
to the task with confident cour- 
age, under the reflection of the 
light #hat comes from on high, 
and with divine assistance turn 
your gaze to the people who 
are entrusted to you and listen 
to their voice.” 

The new Pontiff of the Ro- 
man Catholic chureh broadcast 
his appeal from the Sistine

Shannon described a mem- 
bership organizing campaign he 
and three other U.M.W. offiers 
conducted in July 1957 among 
workers at the company’s Mill- 
stadt and O'Fallon (Ill.) mines. 
The miners visited were in- 
vited to sign membership cards, 
he said. 
Shannon said he attended a 
meeting at the O’Fallon mine 
in August 1957 with other 
UMW representatives, and rep- 
resentatives of Peabody and 
PMW. Purpose of the meeting, 
requested by PMW, was to dis- 
cuss working conditions and 
contract matters with manage- 
ment, Shannon said. 
He said the Peabody rep- 
resentatives were unwilling to 
discuss those matters at the 
meeting. Peabody officers have 
testified -earlier they had been 
advised by legal counsel not 
to become involved in the con- 
troversy between the two 
unions. 

Membership Cards. 
H. C. McCollum, operating 
vice president of Peabody, was 
questioned yesterday about 
U.M.W. membership cards 
which the company accepted as 
proof that United had a ma- 
jority of workers at the Mill- 
stadt and O’Fallon (Ill.) mines. 
On the basis of the U.M.W 
cards, Peabody failed to renew 
its contract with Progressive 
Mine Workers last year. Prog- 
ressive had been bargaining 
agent for the workers at both 
the Millstadt and O’Fallon 
mines since they were opened 
in the 1930s. 

Did Not Count Cards. 

In reply to questions by 
Francis F. Sulley, NLRB at- 
torney, McCollum said he 
“never examined the U.M.W. 
membership cards thoroughly. 
I didn’t count them myself. I 
wasn’t particularly interested.” 
McCollum said that the matter 
of which union was to be the 
bargaining agent was a legal 
question and as such it was 
turned over to Peabody’ $s at- 
torneys. 

Paul C. Zempel, assistant 
general counsel for Peabody, 
testified, “I had the U.M.W. 
cards photostated and checked 
against payroll lists, and they 
showed that practically 100 per 
cent of the men at both mines 
had signed U.M.W. cards.” 
William Horsley, attorney for . 
Progressive Mine Workers, said 
that McCollum received a let- 
ter Aug. 4, 1957 from Raymond 
C. Dupee, president of District 
1 of PMW. Dupee asked Pea- 
body officers to meet witha 
PMW committee to negotiate 
a new contract, Horsley said. 

Horsley asked McCollum if 
he answered the letter. 

“IT didn’t do anything in re- 
sponse to it,” McCollum re- 
plied. “You will have to get 
the answer from other people.” 
“You say you have no knowl- 
edge as operating’ manager 
what action was taken on the 
letter?” Horsley .asked. 

“I took no action,” McCol- 
lum gaid. “I turned the letter 
over to the legal department.”

Rocket Studies 


Locate Source 


During Eclipse 
of Solar X-Rays

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29— 
Rocket obserations of the Oct. 
12 solar eclipse have established 
for the ‘first time what part of 
the sun the sdémetimes trouble- 
some rays of energy come 
from. 

X-ray radiation, which can 
upset the earth’s ionosphere 
and disrupt radio communica- 
tions, was shown to come from 
the sun’s huge outer atmos- 
phere, or corona. 

Ultra-violet radiation was 
demonstrated to originate near 
the sun’s disc or in the sun's 
lower atmosphere, called the 
chromosphere. 

The findings of the rocket 
observations — the first ever 
made of a solar eclipse—were 
reported yesterday by Dr. Her- 
bert Friedman, superintendent 
of the atmosphere and astro- 
physics division of the Neval 
Research Laboratory. 
| Five Rockets Fired. 

Dr. Friedman headed the 
naval expedition that went to 
the South Pacific earlier this 
month to get the first above- 
the-atmosphere views of solar 
activity during an eclipse. Five 
Nike-ASP rockets, equipped 
with instruments for measuring 
X-rays and ultra-violet radia- 
tion from the sun, were 
launched. 

.The eclipse offered an op- 
portunity for rocket investiga- 
tions of the source of solar ra- 
diation because the moon, as it 
passes between the sun and 
earth, acts as a shutter succes- 
sively blocking off parts of the 
sun. 

To obtain successive meas- 
urements, one rocket was fired 
10 minutes before the total 
eclipse, two during the four- 
minute-long eclipse and one 
five minutes after the eclipse. 
The rockets reached altitudes 
of from 139 to 150 miles. Only 
one—the fifth rocket fired con- 
siderably after the eclipse—was

These 
contributions were designed to 
help meet serious food short- 
ages .

Officials here say both President Fulgencio Batista and 
rebel chieftain Fidel Castro have passed the point of no return. 


“The situation is impossible,” 
an informed source reported. 
“There is not the slightest hope 
for negotiation. The only way 
out seems to be vengeance and 
bloody conflict. And it could 
be very soon.” 

Information received here in- 
dicates Castro is preparing to 
make a major move. Wide- 
spread sabotage is the least to 
be expected. 

The oficial view here is that 
the most crucial period of the 
two-year-old rebellion is at 
hand. An election to choose 
Batista’s successor is sched- 
uled for Nov. 3 and Castro has 
reached the point where he 
must score heavily and drama- 
tically to keep the rebellion 


alive. 
Danger Period. 

There is fear here that Cuba 
will blow sky-high in the two 
days preceding the election, 
signaling perhaps the start of a 
large-scale rebel offensive in 
Oriente province. 

“From Nov. 1 to Feb. 27 — 


‘That is the crucial time,” a 


source said. “Castro must do 
something in this period.” The 
new administration is supposed 
to take office Feb. 27. 

It may also be significant 
that the second anniversary of 
Castro’s on a beach 
near Niagara falls within this 
critical period. It was on Dec. 
2, 1956, that Castro and some 
80 rebels beached the Gramma, 
a 62-foot diesel-powered yacht, 
after it was spotted by Batista’s 
navy. The takeoff point for 
the expeditionary force was a 
Mexican port. All but 18 to 

of the rebels were either 
lied or captured in that 
skirmish 


This was the beginning of a 
civil war that has been bleed- 
ing Cuba for two years. Cas- 
tro was among the handful who 


escaped into the surrounding 
hills. The best knowledge here 
is that Castro has been in Cuba 
ever since. 


“His forces have grown 
enormously since then,” an of- 
ficial reports. “It’s really in- 
credible when you consider 
what he started with.” The 
official estimate here of Castro’s 
fighting strength is between 
3000 and 5000 men. 


2 Large Fronts. 

They are split up on two 
large fronts—one force under 
Castro’s brother, Raul, in the 
Sierra Cristal and the other 
with Castro in the Sierra Maes- 
tra range. 

The big unknown factor, as 
viewed here, is the degree of 
popular support for Castro. 
Some informed sources believe 
the Cuban people themselves 
do not know what they will do 
if Castro’s army comes out of 
its sanctuary in the hills to 
launch a major offensive. The 
success of such an attack would 
depend on how the people re- 
act. 

According to an _ official 
analysis, Castro has only two 
chances for success—a big of- 
fensive push or a general strike 
crippling the country’s activi- 
ties. He tried a general strike 
in April and it fell flat. Of- 
ficials here say Castro has 
made “remarkable come- 
back.” 

Castro is seen as being at 
a great disadvantage. 

“He expected to overthrow 
Batista quickly,” officials say. 
“The longer he remains in hid- 
ing in the mountains the more 
obvious it becomes that he has 
not been able to rally the pop- 
ulace. It simply cannot go on 
like this.”

That is perhaps the key question for 
Geneva: Are the Seviet Union, the United 
Kingdom and the United States genuinely 
convinced that the poisoning of the earth’s 
atmosphere by nuclear explosions must be 
stopped, and will they make their utmost ef- 
fort to reach an agreement to do it? 

If the coming conference is used by any na- 
tion only to propagandize, to reaffirm previ- 
ously-taken positions, or to cloak a desire 
really to go on with nuclear testing, the dis- 
cussions will be a failure, and the hopes of 
millions who look on helplessly from other 
countries will be dashed. 

To succeed, the conference will have to 
solve such nettlesome problems as the inclu- 
sion of Red China in a global detection sys- 
tem. Without spotting stations in that vast 
land mass, significant explosions might go 
undetected.

The conferees will have to deal with the 
troublesome question of a cut-off date. One 
side or the other is going to have to accept 
some sacrifice. It is unrealistic for either to 
propose a cut-off date hand-picked to enable 
it to complete a series of tests but to forestall 
a series of tests by the other.

A Supervisor With Backbone

avoided the issue as long as he could, fre- 
quently refusing to cast a vote. He was 
“studying” the matter, at first; later he adopt- 
ed the tactic of saying fluoridation ought to 
be decided in a referendum. Finally he ad- 
mitted he was against it. 

On this issue, where Mr. McNary showed 
himself to be vague, evasive and essentially 
negative, Mr. Jones was clear and direct. 
Where Mr. McNary ignored advice of the 
technically competent and responded instead 
to a vocal minority, Mr. Jones sought out the 
professionals and then followed their recom- 
mendations. Where Mr. McNary avoided re- 
sponsibility as long as he could, Mr. Jones 
accepted it as part of the job. 

Voters who want their Supervisor to stand 
up to controversy,. not cringe from it, will 
elect Clifford Jones next Tuesday. 


Thanks to Deficit Spending 

President Eisenhower is entitled to a cer- 
tain amount of boasting about his Admin- 
istration’s handling of the recession. As he 
said at Pittsburgh, the Administration resisted 
appeals for large-scale public works spend- 
ing, a tax cut and other anti-recession meas- 
ures last winter, and this is turning out to 
have been the right decision. The recession 
appears to be fading without resort to those 
massive measures. 

To be perfectly fair, however, the Presi- 
dent would have to admit that one major rea- 
son for the rapid recovery now under way is 
that his Administration has been engaging in 
the greatest deficit spending operation ever 
carried out in peacetime. The Government 
is currently spending at a rate of 12 billion 
dollars a year in excess of expected tax reve- 
nues. When the economic history of 1958 
is written, this massive dose of purchasing 
power is sure to be put down as a principal 
factor in the recovery. 

The President can justifiably crow, from 
the vantage point of hindsight, over his deci- 
sion not to add an additional deficit to the 
one we now have; but if he had balanced 
the budget the way he promised to do in cam- 
paign speeches, he probably would not have 
today’s recovery to boast about. 


Split-Second Safety in Mid-Air 

If it had not been for the alertness of an 
airliner crew and some luck, a disastrous mid- 
air collision of at least two planes would have 
occurred last Monday night over Wilmington,

Pope John XXIII 


The election of a new Pope of the Roman 
Catholic church is an ancient rite which the 
world, non-Catholic as wel] as Catholic, fol- 
lows with genuine interest. So it was nearly 
20 years ago when Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli 
became the late Pius XII on the third ballot. 
And it was so Tuesday when white smoke ap- 
peared above the Sistine Chapel to announce 
twelfth-ballot agreement on a successor, Ital- 
ian Angelo Giuseppe Cardinal Roncalli, Pa- 
triarch of Venice, who then appeared on the 
Vatican balcony before the waiting crowd as 
Pope John XXIII. 


Before the College of Cardinals sealed it- 
self off for the papal conclave it was said in 
Rome that the choice lay between a diplomat 
Pope, such as Pius XII, and a pastoral one, 
like Pius XI, and that since the two types had 
alternated, it was the time for a pastor. In 
the Patriarch of Venice diplomat and pastor 
are in a sense com . or before the new 
Pope became a C 1 in 1953 and took up 


his pastoral duties in historic Venice, he was ! 


postwar nuncio to Paris, where he sought to 
adjust Catholic differences over the “working 
priests” of France. Prior to that he was apos- 
tolic delegate to Turkey and one of his sev- 
eral languages is Turkish. 

The new pontiff is elderly—he will be 77 
next month—but he is not fully a tradition- 
alist, as his choice of name shows. For more 
than two centuries Popes have used only the 
names Benedict, Clement, Gregory, Leo and 
Pius. In more than 600 years no Pope has 
used John for the reason that an earlier John 
XXIII is recorded in the Vatican Handbook 
as an Anti-Pope—one considered by the 
Catholic church to have acted against a true 
Pope chosen through canon law. 

At his advanced age a long reign for John 
XXIII is not probable. But each year in the 
present world counts for many in quieter 
times. Emulating his predecessor, the new 
pontiff has already made an appeal for peace 
in these days of international stress and ten- 
sion. In that urgent pursuit not only the ad- 
herents of his church, but all men of good 
will wish an abundant measure of success 
to the kindly son of a poor Italian share- 
cropper. 


‘Spell of a Dead Letter’ 


The Nobel Prize in physics was awarded to 
three Russians—Pavel Chernekov, Ilya Frank 
and Igor Tamm—at almost the same time that 
Boris Pasternak, the Nobel Prize winner in 
literature, was expelled from the Soviet Writ- 
ers’ Union. The expulsion was a token of the 
extreme Kremlin pressure which has now 
forced the author of “Doctor Zhivago” to re- 
ject an honor for which he expressed grati- 
tude a few days ago. 


Will the physics prize also be denounced? 
We doubt it, unless the Kremlin discloses a 
new-found passion for consistency. General- 
ly it follows a pragmatic pattern of praising 
what it finds useful and excoriating what 
causes it inconvenience or worse. The dis- 
covery of the “Chernekov effect” for which 
the physicists. were saluted is in the useful 
category. It may have helped in the develop- 
ment ofthe sputniks. 

Pasternak’s novel, however, is in official 
Russian eyes at least an inconvenience. To 
non-Russians it is a fundamental rejection of 
the Soviet regime. Through his characters, 
Pasternak says that “the whole human way 
of life has been destroyed and ruined” by the 
revolution. He declares that “the idea of social 
betterment as it is understood since the Octo- 
ber revolution . . . is far from being put 
into practice and the mere talk about it has 
cost a sea of blood.” And he is even more 
specific: 


Marxism a science? I don’t know a meve- 
ment more self-centered and further re- 
moved from the facts than Marxism... . 
The men in power are so anxious to estab- 
lish the myth of their infallibility that they 
do their utmost to ignore the truth. 


The physics prize is evidence of Russian 
progress in the sciences. But most hopeful 
is the thought that a Russian dared to write 
and publish “Doctor Zhivago.” It may not be 
sheer self-deception to agree with Pasternak 
“that the reign of the lie” exercises only “the 
spell of a dead letter,” |

To Meet — 
St. Mary's 


Only a person with extra- 
ordinary perceptive powers 
could have foreseen that a 
November-beginning Public 
High football scheditie would 
bring together two of the 
strongest teams in the league. 

Southwest, undefeated 
through four P.H.L. games, 
plays undefeated but tied Sol- 
dan which has 2.5 victories and 
0.5 defeats in a race where tie 
games count one-half won, one- 
half lost. 

Although Soldan trails

Tigers show a marked su- 
periority on offense and de- 
fense statistics, leading the 
league in both departments. 

The Tigers have gained 766 
yards in three games, an aver- 
age of 255 per outing as com- 


in the survey and all of the 


quail-producing ‘counties were 
covered. 


This year the birds ecieetat 
will be more scarce in the’ 
counties that lie in the low- | 
lands or bottoms 6f the major 
watercourses than they were 
last season. But the population 
shows a sharp increase in the 
Ozark hills and on the high, 
rolling plateaus. 

The heavy rains of late June 
and July produced flood condi- 
tions when the birds were nest- 
ing or when the young were 
incapable of flight. The adult , 
quail re-nested but the period | 
of 15 days required to lay the | 
clutch of eggs, plus the 21 days 
of incubation, delayed the 
hatching until early Septem- 
ber. The normal peak period 
of hatching usually oecurs in 
late July. . These September 
chicks will not be full grown 
until mid-December and many 
sportsmen will encounter cov- 
eys of half-grown birds in the 
early part of the season. 

Mating October. 

There was a heavier-than- 
usual hatch of quail in mid- 
June which will be fully ma- 
tured, strong-flying birds on 
opening day. Many of those 
questioned reported seeing sev- 
eral full-grown coveys in early 
September. But many whistling 
birds, attempting to mate, also 
were reported the first week in 
October. It is possible that pre- 
dators, abnormal weather con- 
ditions and other contributing 
factors had destroyed the 
young broods. If these birds 
were successful in re-nesting, 
their offspring will be imma- 
ture “peepers” when the sea- 
son opens. 


Frank Savetz, Affton, re- 
ported this unusual incident 
regarding 


young quail: 

“On the 16th of this month 
(October) while bass fishing at 
Bull Shoals lake, off point No. 
17, we observed a number of 
unfamiliar objects floating on 
the avater. On investigation we 
found a covey of quail, 19 of 
them, floating. We fished them 
out and found all but three 
still alive, and took them to 
the bank, but by the time we 
got them to the bank, three 
more had died. We thought this 
very unusual. However, after 
speaking to several of the na- 
tives, we learned. that, in try- 
ing to fly the lake, guail now 
and then become exhausted, 
can’t make it, and drop on the 
lake.” 

The most optimistic reports 
were reached from the hill 
counties of Oregon, Shannon, 
Carter, Wayne, Dent, and 
Ripley, many of which are 
bordered by the Clark National 
Forest. Bobwhite is a “fringe” 
bird—that is, it finds suitable 
habitat where the fields and 
forests meet. The early rainfall 
produced an ample supply of 
feed in these hill counties and 
the rapid drainage of the ter- 
rain insured survival of the 
young birds. One sportsman 
reported raising seven coveys 
of birds while conditioning his 
dog during a morning workout. 

Weeds to Hamper Dogs. 

In the. Mississippi, Missouri, 
Gasconade and Meramec bot- 
tomlands indications are that 
birds will be scarce and hard to 
find. The rank growth of weeds, 
produced through the combina- 
tion of the fertile land and 
early spring rains, will be a 
serious handicap to the best of 
bird dogs. The birds will re- 
treat to the near-impenetrable 
jungle of vegetation and find 
safety from their pursuers. 

Quail “go to the woods 
usually about the first of No- 
vember. In earlier days most 
birds. were found in the open 
fields. The sportsman hunted 
the cornfields. weed patches 
and pea fields because in those 
days such places were the 
birds’ natural habitat. But 
mechanized harvesting of small 
grain has brought about a de- 
cided change in-their feeding 
habits. 

Today they can leave their 
wooded retreat for only a brief 
period and gather a full meal 
of shattered corn, soy beans 
and other foods. The mechan- 
ical harvesters leave  their*

“He is out of this world,” 
says Neale, who coached Van 
Buren.

American diplomats are in- 
sisting, however, that an end 
to tests be followed soon by

ing to suspend tests for a year, 
providing the Russians do, and 
then take a look at the situa- 
tion to see if progress toward

The Russians, on the other 
hand, demand not suspension 
on a year to year basis, but im- 
cessation of nuclear 
weapons tests, “forever.” 


As a practical matter, both 
sides recognize that once in 
fact tests have been suspended, 
with or without controls, the 


side which violates the suspen- | 
sion will be subject to wide- 


spread censure by world opin- 
ion. If Russia does join the 
United States and Britain in a 
suspension of nuclear weapons 
tests after tomorrow, therefore. 
it could be an end to such tests 
“forever.”

Report on Senses 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29. 

“GATEWAYS TO THE MIND,” a continuation of the 

Bell Telephone Co.'s science series, was the first one of 

these things to hold me uninterruptedly for an hour, to 

be completely understandable and not to be overwhelmed 

Ce by cuteness. Not that the 

cuteness had entirely dis- 
appeared. 

This one, for example, 
opened with a stagehand 
yelling to Dr. Frank Bax- 
ter, the scientist emcee: 
“Ready on the Aristotle 
set!” 

“Why there he is,” re- 
joins Dr. Baxter, “getting 
a shave and surrounded 
as usual by his stooges.” 
And there he was indeed, 
Aristotle, in toga and 
buskin, snarling: “Noth- 
ing is worse than a dull 
razor. What do you think 
about the senses?” (Well, 
you've got to talk about 
something with your bar- 
ber. My barber is very 
sharp on the sensory per- 
ception of Willie Mays.) 


Baxter spent the hour wandering around a large set, 
talking about the senses to cameramen (who equated the 
camera to an eye), stagehands, animators and so forth. 
There were clear and fortunately not too fancy cartoons 
demonstrating sight, sound, taste and the other senses 
(at least 14 rather than the five we once supposed) and 
the cartoon characters didn't try for laughs at the expense 
of information as they once did.

My complaint is that the presentation was 
perhaps too elementary. Looking through my notes 
I can’t see that I learned much of anything about 
the workings of the senses that I didn’t already 
know (and if I know, everybody over seven knows 
it), I keep harboring the stubborn, probably vain, 
conviction that the purpose of educational tele- 
vision is to be educational, not to marshal facts 
we already know but to marshal some we don’t 
know. 


The program, I must admit, finished strong with a 
peek into the extensions of the senses which, as Dr. Baxter 
points out, is why we're sending those satellites into space, 
A final demonstration of electric shocks to the brain giving 
surgery patients the feeling of experiencing again bits of 
their past was a spectacular reminder that the brain is 
“a continuing record of a man’s past, a living storehouse 
of his experience, embracing the total spectrum of human 
experience, unique in each of us.” 


The next Bell show will be called the “Alphabet 
Conspiracy” and it'll be broadcast in color over NBC-TV 
Jan. 26. 


The Bell science shows are blazingly, incorrigibly and 

sometimes irritatingly cheerful explorations and, while I 
have nothing against this sunny good nature, it demon- 
strates the weakness of the sponsored approach to our in- 
formation programs which is slightly alarming. 
‘ 6 «dg Chicago-speech, Edward R. Murrow. complained 
ray jf Radio and tevisten News Directors eonvention 
about this incessant cheeriness: “If there were to be a 
competition in indifference or perhaps in insulation from 
reality, then Nero and his fiddle, Chamberlain and his 
umbrella, could not find a place on an early afternoon 
sustaining show. If Hollywood were to run out of Indians, 
the program schedules would be mangled beyond all 
recognition. Then some courageous soul with a small 
budget might be able to do a documentary telling what, 
in fact, we have done and are still doing—to the Indians in 
this country. But that would be unpleasant. And we must at 
all costs shield the sensitive citizens from anything that 
is unpleasant.” 


And why, I keep asking, must we be so 
infernally pleasant? I don’t even think it’s good 
box office. At Radio City Music Hall is “Cat on a 
Hot Tin Roof,” one of the few big box office 
smashes M.G.M. has had in years. Is it pleasant? 
Is there anything much that is pleasant about 
“Bridge on the River Kwai” which is one of the 
biggest of all commercial movie hits? Contrari- 
wise, the incessantly frivolous movies and plays 
have been some terrible duds while such intensely 
serious plays as “Look Homeward, Angel” and 
“Dark at the Top of the Stairs” are the popular 
ones. Not simply popular with critics, popular with 
audiences. 


It is the sponsor and the ad agency that strains to be 
pleasant, not the people. Said Murrow: “I am entirely 
persuaded that the American public is more reasonable, 
restrained and more mature than most of our industry's

WITH MANY of you now 
losing surplus ds with my . 
new Trick and Treat Diet, I 
would like to give you a few 
suggestions which will help 
you keep your ideal weight 
once you have achieved it. In 
order to do this you must think 
of your reducing diet as a 
guide to a way of life. 


By this I do not mean that 
you should continually keep 
your calorie count at the low 
reducing level or forever fore- 
go party foods and therefore 
be different from others on all 
social occasions. However, if 
you mentally throw your hat 
over the goal post after losing 
those overweight pounds, and 
think, “Well, thank heavens 
that is over!” you will never 
hold that lovely line. 


As I said, holding your weight 
at the ideal point requires a 
certain way of life, or even 
better, a certain state of mind. 


For instance, if you know 
that you are going to a dinner 
party in a night or so you can 
cut your calories a little lower 
for a few days preceding the 
party. If, unexpectedly, you 
run into a day of heavy eat- 
ing, you can cut down for a 
few days afterwards. 


If you lead an active soeial 
life, then you may need to 
adopt even more strenuous 
methods, but you do not need 
to talk about them to others. 
When the hors d'oeuvres are 
passed, choose the carrot sticks, 
the celery, the salmon or cu- 
cumber or shrimp canapes 
rather than rich creamy or 
cheese ones.

Not even the 
Queen’s pleas for advice could 
move him to take part in the 
activities. He just kept. on 
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I said goodby to every one 
at Windsor Castle on Sunday 
evening since I was leaving 
early Monday morning and did 
not expect to see them again 
before my departure. But the 
late Queen Mother did not say 
goodby. Instead, she raised her 
eyebrows in a question. 

“Are not my son and daugh- 
ter-in-law seeing you in the 
morning?” she asked in a sur- 
prised voice. “I shall see you 
in any case!” 

I protested but, to my horror, 
the next morning she was up 
and dressed to perfection, her 
white hair perfectly waved in 
a kind of pompadour, and 
waiting in the big corridor to 
say goodby to me.

LAST SUNDAY was not exactly a day of peace and rest 


«for me in New York City, and if the remainder of the week 


is to be as busy and as crowded I am in for a very busy 
time.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 29. 

PAT WAYNE was born with 
$100,000 in his pocket—a nest 
egg put there by his father, 
actor John Wayne. 

But Pat, 18 years old, blue- 
eyed, big and pleasant, is a 
star in his own right, under 
contract to multimillionaire C. 
V. Whitney and very much self- 
supporting. 

“T don’t take any money from 
my father now,” Pat told me. 
“IT have a seven-year contract 
and I receive $250 a week, 52 
weeks a year.” 

Pat has the top role in “The 
Big Land,” which he made this 
summer. He is allowed to make 
movies only during his vaca- 
tions—"My father says my edu- 
cation comes first.” Young 
Wayne is a pre-medical student 
at Loyola University. “In case 
I decide not to be an actor, I'll 
have something to fall back 
on,” he said. “I’m not sure 
I'll want to remain an actor.” 


For years I’ve been hearing 
that Pat was considering be- 
coming a priest. “But that was 
when I was 7 or 8,” he said. 
“The story keeps coming up. 
Right now I enjoy being an 
actor. I signed with Mr. Whit- 
ney two years ago, and the idea 
was for me to star in ‘The Mis- 
souri Traveler.’ But I was too 
big by the time they got around 
to making it.

But every second 
year as the four children came, 
John added another bedroom. 
There are now five of them. 
Married older sister Toni is 
pregnant; “everyone’s very ex- 
cited.”
